NASA to use risky plan on Skylab 
McCord reveals 


HOUSTON (UPI) 
Adopting a 
plan once deemed too risky, NASA 
officials Friday said the first Skylab 
crew may try to free one of two 
jammed solar cell wings and more 
than double the crippled 
space 
station’s electrical supply 
Flight planners tentatively placed 
this effort at the head of the repair 
list—even before the erection of a 
huge silver awning to shelter and 
cool 
Skylab’s 
overheated 
living 
quarters. 
Project officials began tests to 


learn what kind of gases had been 
created in Skylab’s cabin by the 
overheating and whether they might 
be posionous to the astronauts. They 
said the high temperatures might 
have brought forth some gas from 
foam insulation in the space station. 


Getting rid of any such gases, 
officials stressed, “ would not be any 
problem.” The station’s atmosphere 
can be completely emptied and 
replaced by remote control from 
Earth, they said, and a check of the 


equipment 
for 
doing 
this 
was 
completed successfully. 
A revised flight plan gave the 
astronauts four days alter their 
rendezvous with Skylab next Friday 
over the Central Pacific Ocean to 
patch the orbital workshop. The 
crew’s first close-up look at Skylab 
will be telecast live and in color 
back to Earth. 


Mission control limited the weight 
of the space repair kit to 90 pounds 
George B. Hardy, a chief Skylab 


engineer troin Huntsville, Ala , said 
“ tools of all sorts’’ were being 
examined 
including 
the 
long- 
handled variety used by linemen on 
power poles. 


Hardy reported the space agency 
was looking at two new possible 
designs for Skylab’s awning 
One, like a huge beach umbrella, 
was dreamed up at the Johnson 
Space* Center in Houston. The other, 
like a gigntic air mattress, came 
from McDonnell Douglas Corp., the 
builder ol the space station.

coverup attempt, and drew a quick 
denial from the White House.

security chief told the Senate’s 
nationally 
televised 
W atergate 
hearings that the offer of executive 
clemency in exchange for a guilty 
plea came from John J. Caulfield, 
now on leave from a Treasury 
Department job. 


McCord quoted Caulfield at the 
meetings 
two of them held in a 
parked car overlooking the Potomac 
River 
as 
saying 
that 
“ the 
President of the United States was 
aware of our meeting” and would be 
informed of the results 
McCord said he refused the offer 
of 
clemeney 
-w hich 
only 
the 
President 
can grant 
but that 
Caulfield persisted, even to the point 
of making what McCord took to be a 
threat of retaliation if he did not 
cooperate. 
At one meeting, he said, Caulfield 
told him “ the President’s ability to 
govern is at stake Another Teapot 
Dome scandal is possible, and the 
government may fall.”

In his announcement, Richardson 
said: “ Mr. Cox has had considerable 
experience in the resolution of labor

and 
in 
handling 
other 
potentially explosive and difficult 
situations. It is his intention to name 
as soon as possible, as his principal 
deputy, a lawyer with extensive 
experience in litigation.” 


Talking to reporters in Boston, 
Cox was asked if he would keep

answer. I think it will be up to me. I 
intend it to be up to m e.”

In Washington, current Solicitor 
General Erwin N. Griswold said the 
Cox appointment was “ excellent, 
first class,” adding: “ They simply 
couldn’t have found a better man for 
the job.” 
It was understood the committee 
would take that opportunity, seeking 
assurances that Cox will be totally 
independent, before voting on the 
Richardson nomination. 
Cox, a native of New Jersey, was 
U.S. 
solicitor 
gen eral 
—the 
government’s 
top 
lawyer 
and 
advocate before the Supreme Court 
—under President John F. Kennedy, 
and served as an adviser to Kennedy 
while he was still a senator. But he 
has confided that he has voted both 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 
at 
various times, depending on the 


choice of candidates. 
On that score, Richardson said: 
“ As far as I know, he’s a Democrat. 
At 
least 
he 
served 
only 
in 
D em ocratic 
ad m in istratio n s..It 
would be an advantage for the

Richardson said that with the 
selection of Cox for the job, which 
pays $38,000 a year, his own role in 
the Watergate affair is ended “ for 
all practical day-to-day purposes.” 
Of his appointee, who graduated 
from Harvard and the Harvard Law 
School, Richardson said: “ He is 
recognized as one of the finest 
solicitors general in recent history. 
He is widely considered to be a 
leading legal authority and a lawyer 
of 
courage, 
independence 
and 


integrity.” 
Richardson, who attended a labor 
law class taught by Cox back in 1946, 
said he called Cox Wednesday to 
offer him the job, and that Cox 
telelphoned his acceptance Friday 
ju st

before

announcement 
Cox headed the Wage Stabilization 
Board during the Korean War, but 
demonstrated his independence by 
resigning 
after 
four 
months 
in

He also served briefly on the 
National Defense Mediation Board, 
and was associate solicitor in the 
Labor Department from 1943 to 
1945. 


Cox has the reputation of being an

Mentally retarded centers 


have long waiting lists 


SAi'HAMENTO

administration 
officials told a vScnate fact-finding committee Friday that 
regional diagnostic centers for the mentally retarded are 
faced with waiting lists of per.sons seeking help. 
They said the Los Angeles center, the state’s largest, has 
a backlog of about 2,5(X) cases but were unable to accurately 
estim ate the length of waiting lists at 13 other centers 
throughout California. 


The privately operated centers were authorized by the 
legislature .several years ago to act as agencies to diagnose 
mentally ill and retarded patients and refer them to local 
community care programs or state hospitals. 
Before the state embarked on its current course of 
closing mental hospitals and caring for the mentally 
handicapped at the local level, diagnostic screening was 
performed at the hospitals 
But S(‘n Alan Short, D-Stockton, a member of the special 
Senate ('omrnittee on Proposed Phaseout of State Hospital 
Services, told .state Health Director J. M. Stubblebine that 


the hospitals once again should return to diagnosing 
patients. 
“ I’m just asking you to use all the facilities, because, 
dammit, you have them ,” Short declared. “ If you need 
money ask for it. If we don’t give it to you, it’s our fault. If 
you don’t ask, it’s your fault.” 
The hearing was called to examine whether the adminis­ 
tration’s proposed long-range closure of state hospitals “ is 
taking place before adequate community services are made 
available,” said committee chairman Alfred E. Alquist, D- 
San Jose. 
Stubblebine and state Director of Mental Health Andy 
Robertson told the lawmakers that the governor is seeking 
$27 million to operate the regional centers during the next 
fiscal year, a recent increase of $5 million over his 
originally proposed sum. 
Robertson, under questioning by Short and Sen. George 
Deukmejian, R-Long Beach, quoted Dr. Richard Koch, 
director of the Los Angeles center, as estimating there is a 
waiting list of 2,500 persons at his facility.

A blind Dave Grossman tapped his way along the sidewalk in the Lompoc 
Shopping Center when a small boy suddenly grabbed his white cane. 
“ Jimmy,” called the boy s mother “ Give the man back his stick.” 
Grossman was overwhelmed — not at the child’s action, but because of 
the woman’s ignorance. She did not tell her son that a man carrying a white 
cane is blind, that the white cane is his eyes. 
For Dave, 3301 Via Arnez, this is an example of the problems blind people 
have when they venture out into a world they can not see. All too often the 
world is in a great hurry and does not see. 
“ Many, many people don’t even know what a white cane is for. We are not 
getting the respect that we should get, especially from motorists,” he said. 
Dave Grossman, 64, worked out of the Braille Institute in Los Angeles for 
seven years, occasionally speaking about the blind. Last November he and 
his wife moved to Lompoc to be near their son, Rick and his wife. 
Now Dave wants to continue to work with the blind in Lompoc. He is 
making himself available to speak on blindness to local clubs and 
organizations. Recently he spoke to Miguelito Elementary School children 
and parents. 
“ People are interested. They just don’t know how to help,” he said. 
Services for blind people in Lompoc are limited, he determines. The 
Lompoc Lions Club has a sight program; they are a member of the Southern 
California Lions Eye Institute, support Guide Dogs for the Blind, provide 
free white canes to blind persons, as well as free eye examinations and 
glasses for people in need. 
Talking books (records) and talking book machines (record players) are 
available from the Library of Congress at the Lompoc Public Library. The 
library also has a Braille writer ready for loan.

Their flag flies daily 


Juanita Hamlin, 913 West Pine St., doesn’t know if 
she is super patriotic, but everyday she waves the 
Stars and Stripes. It comes naturally. 
‘i'm just used to seeing the flag flying everyday. 
My father was in the Army for 29V* years,” she 
explained 
Mrs. Hamlin feels good when she sees the American 
flag flying So everyday one of her four boys take 
turns raising Old Glory on a 20 toot pole in her front 
yard 
For the boys it’s another one of their chores around 
the house. Monday through Sunday, they raise the flag 
before 8a.m. and lower it at 5 p.m. 
“ But sometimes it stays up as late as6 p.m.,” Mrs. 
Hamlin confessed 
The boys fold the flag up and stick it in the booksheli 
until the next morning Rainy days is the only time the 
Hamlin’s flag doesn't go up 
On appropriate days, the flag Hies at half mast. 
Mrs. Hamlm began this practice in I960 after her 
husband Marshal Hamlin got out of the Air Force and 
they moved into a house in Lompoc. Shi* missed 
seeing the flag around and began flying a small one oil 
her porch 
Then, in 1963 when Cable TV started in Lompoc, 
Marshal stuck their tall, obsolete TV antenna in the 
front yard, creating a makeshift flag pole 


Mrs. Hamlin buys their flags at Sears She has 
learned that nylon flags hold up better in the strong 
Lompoc winds Nylon flags last about two years while 
cotton ones fray and rip after two months 
Retired flags are taken to the Lompoc1 Fire 
Department to be* destroyed 
“ You aren’t suppose to destroy them yourself,” she 
was once told 
The Lompoc wind can make havoc* on the Hamlin s 
flag pole Earlier this year the wind knocked it to the 
ground Marshal erected it in a cement foundation 
Now 
Mrs. 
Hamlin doesn’t find neighborhood 
children swinging on the pole as often as when it was 
secured loosely with rocks, sticks, and bits of cement 
Once Mrs Hamlin’s youngest son Paul asked why 
other people don't fly the* Hag as they do 
“ It's their own business 
she told him 
That’s Mrs Hamlin She says she do**sn t know it it 
is patriotic or not to fly the Amei lean flag everyday in 
the front of your house 
“ 1 don’t want people to feel I m downgrading them 
because they don’t have a flag pole A lot of people are 
patriotic without having a flag pole 
said Mrs 
Hamlin 
But she does know this “ This is the best country in 
the world, I wouldn’t want to live anywhere else 


Beyond this, blind people in Lompoc have little else and no one to teach 
them to use the Braille writer or the white cane, as far as Dave knows. 
“ Right now I am working with a 19-year-old man who is retarded and 
blind. He had never had a white cane and he didn’t know what a talking book 
machine was,” he said. 
Dave found out about the young man through the Lions Club. He 
interviewed him and learned that he had nothing to do all day except to sit 
and listen to TV. Whatever the television announcer said the man repeated. 
“ I immediately applied for a talking book machine for him and two days 
later he had it and some talking books. Now he is listening to the talking 
book machine and doesn't want to listen to TV anymore. 
Dave also got the blind man a white cane and is teaching him to use it. 
This is what Dave wants. He wants to help local blind people who need 
help — be it mobility training with a white cane or just the opportunity to 
enjoy life without sight. 
“ Back in L A. with Braille we use to take 100 people up to the Hollywood 
Bowl. A 100 people couldn’t see but a 100 people could sit back and enjoy the 
music,” he stressed. 


He wants to get blind people out of their homes so they don’t feel 
handicapped and not wanted. One of his plans is a bowling league*. 
“ We already have the bowling rail, he said eagerly. “ It is YV z foot long. 
A blind person just walks along the rail until he gets to the end. which is the 
beginning of the foul line, and throws the ball down the alley. 
Three weeks ago Dave bowled 132 with the aid of the bowling rail It was 
donated by the Lions Club and Lompoc Valley Bowl and is stored at the 
library. 
Dave pointed out that his biggest obstacle to working with blind people in 
Lompoc is finding them. 


“ If they will call me, I’ll take care of it from there, he said. His phone 
number is R E 3-1087. 
Until 1960, Dave Grossman, a short congenial and excitable man, had 
good eyesight. That year his left eye removed. A few months later he 
walked into a piece of iron pipe, smashing the right eye. 
After three surgery operations and laser beam treatments, its vision 
gradually faded.

Wilma Jack, it appears, wants to 
be different as an artist. So, she 
paints ideas rather than scenes. 
Mrs. Jack is exhibiting her one- 
artist show, “ Limited Edition," in 
the multi-purpose 
room of the 
Lompoc Public Library, May 15-30. 
You probably would not hang just 
any one of her paintings on your 
living room wall. 


Her idea paintings include “ The 
Hunt,” a man and woman, dressed 
in proper English riding clothes, on 
horseback jumping a hedge, but the 
horses are invisible. 
There is “ Curler’s,” a collage of 
spaced and bright bits of paper 
against a black background of a 
woman in hair curlers. Mrs. Jack 
says 
it’s 
a 
spoof 
on 
sloppy 
appearance. “ Casual, yes; curlers, 
no.” 


There is “ Studying for the Spring 
Exam,” a small opaque watercolor. 
It shows a young nude woman 
sleeping in a flower field with a book 
across her lap. Mrs. Jack says this 
painting 
makes 
some 
people 
uncomfortable and disturbs others. 
Her idea here was to have the 
viewer perceive the subject matter 
in a fresh or different light, to shake 
the mind out of a rut. 
Not all of Mrs. Jack’s paintings 
are non-ordinary. Several paintings 
— “ Don Quixote” (an old windmill) 
and 
“ Town 
Pump 
House 
— 
Donnelly, Idaho,” for example 
pleasingly favor the nostalgia style 
of country scenes so popular today. 
You may ask yourself if Mrs. 
Jack's 
idea 
paintings 
are 
art, 
especially the billboard pieces like 
“ Curlers” 
and 
“ Quis Custodiet 
Iposos Custodes? (Who Shall Keep 
Watch Over the Guardians'*), 
a 
political cartoon. 
If you define anything that man 
creates as art, then her painting 
“ Studying for Spring Exam will Ik* 
around much longer than some ot 
her others. 


Totally, 17 pieces of artwork are 
displayed, one being a two part 
sculpture Most are for sale 
Many of her paintings are small in 
size and unfortunately, Mrs Jack, 
has spread the show too thin over a 
large room. The effect of Mrs Jack, 
the artist of ideas and varied styles, 
would have been more pronounced if 
her work was displayed in one or 
two large groups

Sweat has been grooming 
Secretariat for a year now. 
The two took awhile getting 
chummy. Secretariat is not 
one 
for 
fast 
friendships. 
Sweat said, “ He was always 
switching his butt at me, 
kept hiding his head when I 
came in the stall. He used to 
be pulling at my jacket, and 
he’d kick when I brushed 
him. He’s ticklish. He’d like 
say, “ Don’t be by me with no 
brush.” 
“ But times have changed. 
You can talk to him now,” 
said Sweat. “ He’s more sen- 
hole 
say. 
siblc. He’ll be pawing a 
in his stall and I’ll 


‘Stop.’ All right, he stops. 
Some horses you have to 
bum’ ’em around. Slap on 
’em. Not him.” 
Sweat, a 35-year-old black 
man, with the arms and tor­ 
so of a weightlifter, which 
he once was, wearing a golf 
cap and a rub rag in his 
back pocket, is a dedicated 
professional. He sleeps in the 
tack room next to Secreta­ 
riat’s stall. He only sleeps 
about four hours a night. 
He’s up at 4 a.m. to bring 
Secretariat breakfast in bed. 


He also sleeps with one 
ear open. One recent morn­ 
ing at about 2, he heard Sec­ 
retariat squealing to another 
horse in the night. Sweat 
jumped out of his bed to see 
what the commotion was 
about. N othing bad. He 
tucked Secretariat back into 
his straw and returned to 
finish his own snooze. 


Sweat makes about $9,(Ю0 
a year for being a groom 
and for driving Laurin’s 
vans. He also gets one per 
cent of the horse’s winnings. 
(The total Derby take, for 
example, for Secretariat was 
$155,000 — or, $1,550 for 
Sweat.) He believes “ back- 
stretch people” are under- 


paid, if not exploited. 
He doubts, though, that the 
backstretchers—grooms, ex­ 
ercise boys, hot walkers — 
will ever be unionized. Too 
many, he said, would cross 
the picket line to work. 
Sweat may be such a one. 
“ I’d rather be a groom 
than anything else.” he said. 
“ Look at the exercise boys, 
for example. They’ve done 
beat it from here by the 
afternoon. But I’m around 
the barn all day and all 
night. Sometimes you do get 
bored, like at night when 
you sit in the tack-room and 
have one eye on the TV and 
one eye on the stall. 
“ But I got me a big re­ 
sponsibility, too. This horse 
been syndicated for six mil­ 
lion. A record. .And he broke 
the track record at the Der­ 
by, too. He’s some chunk of 
horse. It don’t make me 
nervous, though. Not like 
Mr. Laurin, who got to carry 
a pocketful of Turns around 
“ No, I been doing this 
ever since I was a kid in 
South Carolina.
